Misconceptions cf Bible’s 
Teaching — Beauty and 
Truth Hidden. 


sees antagonized Jesus and the Apos- 
ptles, because their hearts were out of 
; hatmony with the Good Tidings, so 
| it is to-day with some. Unable. to 
; uphold the doctrines which have 
| driven away so many of the intelli- 
}gent of their flocks, famished for 
| Truth, a few ministers are angry with 
;us. True to the Master’s prophecy, 
| these seek to say all manner of evil 
| feleeiy against us, for His sake, for 
\ the Truth’s sake. ~Yet, in spite of 
, their ‘unchristian course, the poor 
| Straying sheep are hearing and recog- 
| nizing, the Voice Divine, are coming 
back the Word of God, are being 
| sanctified by the Word of Truth. 

If this were the only text mistrans- 
lated and misunderstood, the ordin- 
ary reader would doubtless pass it 
by, saying, “I do not understand it. 
Probably it is a figure of speech.” 
But this text is merely a cdmbination 
of mistranslations, ail of whick are 
connected with an eternal torment) 
frag of doctrines invented during 

e Dark Ages. It is this combined 
| system which has such power over, 
men’s minds. This power of error, | 
this power of fear, is turning intelli- 
[oad ‘minds away from the Bible. 

ence it is our duty to break down 


the false doctrines, and to clear away 
the obstacles which hinder the flow 
of Truth to the minds and hearts of 
the people: of God—the — straying 
sheep. Nor are these straying sheep 
all, or chiefly the ignorant. They 
include many of the ablest minds and 
truest hearts in the world—minds and 
hearts too true and too logical to be- 
lieve palpable, falsehoods, or to pro- 
fess what they do not believe. 

The Psalmist is merely telling of 
his severe illness, from which by the 

ace of God he recovered. He would 

ave us understand that it was not 
merely a slight ailment. He describ- 
ed his emotions in the™ language of 
our text, saying, ‘‘the ‘sorrows of 
death compassed me about’’; that is 
to say, the sadness associated with 
the thought that he was about to die, 
about to leave his friends. In the 
pase form of the Hebrew language, 

e repeated this thought; namely, 
“The pains of hell gat hold upon me.” 
In our modern language this would- 
mean the pains of death, or the pains 
of the tomb. They were pains that 
indicated the approach of dissolution. 
Nothing in this text has the slightest 
=r to anything in the. future 

e. 

Our Baptist friends, in their rbvised 
translation ‘of the Bible, have chosen 
for such passages as this the expres- 
sion, “‘the underworld,”’ instead of 
the word “‘hell."" Yet even here there 
is danger of the average reader not 
eatching the true thought. Far sim- 
pler and far less liable to be mis:

George followed her sixth arrest.

In February, 1908, Mr¢.*Pankhurst 
was sentenced to six weeks’ imprison: 
ment for leading a raid on the House 


of Commons 


She served “the whole 

sentence, 
In October, 1908, she was sentenced 
for three months for inciting to riot. 


She was released a few weeks before 
the sentence expired, 

Two years later she was arrested 
while heading a deputation of 400 wo- 


men who. were demandi*s an inter- 
view with the Prime Minister. No 
charge was preferred, however, and 
she was released. 

When militancy began to mark the 
suffragists’ operations early in 1912 
Mrs.- Pankhurst was sentenced to two 
months’ imprisonment for window 
‘smashing. 

While she was serving that sentence 


she and her daughter, Mias Christabel 
Pankhurst, with Pethick Lawrence 
and Mrs, Pethick Lawrence, were 
charged with conspiracy in connection 
with the general window smashing 
raid on Oxford, Regent and ‘Bond 
street shops, London. 

Miss Pankhurst escaped arrest and 
went into exile in France. The others 
were sentenced to -niné. months’ 
imprisonment. 

Mrs, Pankhurst went on a hunger 
strike, and after five weeks all three 
were released. 

Last February Mrs. Pankhurst wa: 
arrested on a charge of “inciting to 
conmnit malicious destruction of pro 
perty’’ in connection with the bomb 
explosion at Lloyd-George’s new home 
at Walton, Heath. She was commit: 
ted for the May assizes of the Surrey 
county court, but refused to protini-e 
good behavior and was sent to Hollo- 


way jail. 
Shortly afterward the case wa? 
transferred to the central crimino! 


court, London, and set for the Apri! 
assizes, : 

Mrs. Pankhurst’s sentence, April 3 
did not dismay her or her followers 
White other suffragists rioted in. the 
courtroom she was led away declarinz 
that she would soon be out of prison, 
dead or alive. 

She went on. a huiger strik) im 
mediately on entering prison, accord. 
ing to her ‘jailers, calmly refusing to 
eat the food that was placed in her 
cell. Rumors that she was~ forcibly 
fed have been denied by the prison 
officials. 

A startling subsequent incident was 
the receipt of an anonymous letter, 
threatening death, by Justice Sir 
Charles Montague Lush, who imposed 
the three year sentence on Mrs, Pank- 


* hurst. The letter was turned over to 


Scotland Yard, and a strong body- 
guard was at once assigned to accom- 
peer Justice Lush when he left bis 
home or his courtroom,

SPRING. GLEAMING, 


Now Is the Time to Consider Its 
Many Problems. 


SOME THINGS THAT HELP. 


Work Made Easy if Gone AbBUt Sye- 
tematically — Kitchen Closets and 
Pantry Require First. Attention. 
Sweep Carpets With 


Begin the work of thorougniy ciean- 
ing a room by dusting and rubbing 
up all the articles of furniture which 
may easily be removed from the room, 
Pictures and ornamengs should be tak- 
en down and dusted and put aside. If 
the curtains and draperies are pot ens- 
fly removable they should be looped 
aside or else be covered as well as pos- 
sible with large squares of muslin, 
which are kept for this purpose. The 
heavier pieces of furniture also should 
be covered. 

Where there Is no vacuum cleaner 
the ordinary corn broom will answer 
very well. 

Always sweep with the pile of the 
carpet, never across or against it. 

After the room has been thoroughly 
swept slip a clean flannel cover over 
the broom and proceed to brush ceiling 
and walls, The rule is to work from 
above downward. 

After the walls ore brushed the wood. 
work should be gone over with dusters. 
If there are any finger marks they 
should be removed first; This may be 
done very effectually with a cloth dip- 
ped in kerosene and then wiped dry. 
Never use this near fire. 

The curtains may be brushed or shak- 
en, and then the windows should be 
cleaved. Wipe. the shades, using a 
very clean cloth for this work, 

The sheets which cover the furniture 
remuining In the room shonld now be 
removed completely and the furniture 
dusted and rubbed up where necessary, 
It should not require polishing—that is, 
if average care is taken of it—oftener 
than twice during a season. Clean 
mirrors and the glass dodrs of. book- 
cases. The chandeliers must not be 
overlooked. The metal parts may be 
wiped with a cloth dipped in cotton- 
seed oil and then wiped dry. ; 

The pictures and ornaments may now 
be replaced, and then turn your atten- 
tion to the floor. 

If this requires a thorough polishing, 
whieb is hardly likely, wipe over with 
a cloth dipped in the crude oil and alco- 
hol mixture, taking precautions, of 
course, not to run any risk from fire, 
and then follow this up with a clean, 
dry cloth, rubbing vigorously. A 
weighted polisher may be used for this 
work. ‘This may easily be made at 
bome, using a brick or an old datiron 
with a flannel covering. Never use was 
ter on a hardwood polished Noor. The 
result will.'be most disastrous to the 
finish. : 

Before cleaning a bedroom remore 
the bedding and if tt is possible put tt 
out to alr, After straightening closets 
and drawers cover the large pieces of 
furniture as was done in the library. 
Remove the mattress cover and spread 
n sheet of muslin over the bed. Take 
up the small rugs. With a light stich 
or a rattan carpet beater beat the mat 
tress, The sheet which covers it should 
be moistened to hold down the dust. 
Both sides must be beaten. If the, 
mattress can be beaten out of doors it 
should be done. 

In the kitehen the closets and pantry 
will require first attention. The shelves 
should be thoroughly wasbed and al- 
lowed to dry before the utensils are re 
placed. This is a good time to take 
/note of the contents of jurs and boxes, 
making a list of those supplies which 
are running low. 

The walls around sink and range may 
require washing, as they are more apt 
to become solled than the other parts 
of the room, ‘ 

‘The range should be given a thorough 
polishing once in two weeks. This will 
he found quite often enough, provided 
# little care is taken of it day by day.
